EXHIBITORS OF 
NEW YORK ARE 
POSITIVE THEY 
WILL TRIUMPH 


In Fight Against the Decision 
Rendered at Albany 


Meeting Called for This Week 
To Outline Action 


Picture Theaters of New York 
City Not Affected 


New York, December 4.—The deci- 
sion of the Third Department of the 
Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court of New York State that it is 
illegal for motion pictures to be 
shown in New York State on Sunday 
will be fought to the last ditch, accord- 
ing to plans being made by the mo- 
tion picture interests of the State. 

John B. Stanchfield and Martin W. 
Littleton, two of the most noted at- 
torneys in the country, have been re- 
tained by the film interests to carry 
the fight to the Court of Appeals of 
the State. A conference between 
counsel and representatives of the 
Exhibitors’ League of America and 
the National Association of Motion 
Picture Industry will be held this 
week, when the matter will be taken 
up to-see if some action can not be 
taken to insure the matter being 
placed before the Court of Appeals to 
the best advantage. 


The exhibitors believe that they have | 


public sentiment on their side at the 
start. Mayor Mitchel, of this city, 
and the officials of other cities in the 
State have expressed the opinion that 
there is a wholesome public demand 
that picture shows be given on Sun- 
day. It is understood that Mr. Stanch- 
field and Mr. Littleton have taken the 
matter under consideration and have 
found a way to reopen the case re- 
cently decided by the Appellate Di- 
vision without wditing to take it to 
the Court of Appeals. 

Lee A. Ochs, president of the Ex- 
hibitors’ League of America, said 
Thursday night that he understood the 
lawyers contended that a brief in the 
case of LeRoy H. Bender, of Albany, 
who was the defendant in the action 
which led to the decision in question. 
had been faulty and that they wou'd 
apply to that court for a reopening 
on that grounds. The granting of 
such a motion would act as a stay to 
the objectionable ruling, and permit 
the shows to run until the case was 
finally decided. 

“Our whole course of action will be 
mapped out at the conference,” said 
Mr. Ochs. “Of course, we would all 
give our strongest support to any ap- 
peal from the decision in the Bender 
case to the Court of Appeals, but I

FILE WILLS OF 
WM. HARRIS AND 
JOSEPH BROOKS 
FOR PROBATE 


Bulk of Harris Estate Left to 


Wm. Harris, Sr., and Joseph Brooks, 
the late prominent theatrical man- 
agers, were filed for probate last week, 
that of the former on Friday and that 
of the latter on Saturday. 


The fmcome from the bulk of the 
estate of Mr. Harris has been left to 
his widow, son, two daughters and one 
grandchild. The estate consists of 
realty in California and Massachusetts, 
; interests in theater leases in New York 
and Boston, capital stock in the Ly- 
ceum Theater Company, the Liberty 
Theater Company and the New York 
Theater Company here, and the IIli- 
nois Theater Company in Chicago; in- 
terests in other theaters, theatrical 
productions, properties and amuse- 
ment enterprises; stock in several real 
estate companies; life insurance, and 
a policy of insurance on the life of 
Henry E. Dixey. Although no esti- 
mate is given, it is said the estate is 
worth more than $1,000,000. 

To the late Charles Frohman was 
bequeathed a set of pearl studs, to 
Abraham Erlanger a watch fob, to 
Marc Klaw a set of pearl sleeve but- 
tons and to William F. Walters a pair 
of gold sleeve links. 

The remainder of the estate was 
left in trust to William’ Harris, Jr., 
and Joseph P. Bickerton, Jr., the ex- 
ecutors and trustees. The income 
from one-third of this trust goes to 
Mrs. Florence Quail Harris, the 
widow, while the income from the re- 
maining two-thirds is to be equally 
divided among the children, William 
Harris, Jr.; Minnie Sterne and Ger- 
trude Loeb, and Ruth Cohen, a grand- 
child, the latter of whom receives the 


share of Mrs. Jennie Cohen, her 
mother. 
When Mrs. Harris dies the entire 


residuary trust shall terminate and 
the surviving heirs will share equally 
in the principal of the properties. 

The executors are given full author- 
ity to continue the theatrical enter- 
prises, and they may sublease the Ful- 
ton Theater, if necessary, at a loss of 
$5,000 a year. The will was made 
March 16, 1915. 

The entire estate of Mr. Brooks has 
been bequeathed to his widow, who 
has been named executrix. No esti-

HELD BY BOARD 
DIRECTORS OF 
THE NA. M. P. 


Appoints Committee To Plan 
an All-Star Film Series 


To Be Exhibited for Profit of 
National Association 


Reports Show Organization Is 
Healthy and Growing 


New York, Dec. 2.—One of the 
longest and most important meetings 
held so far this year by the Board of 
Directors of the National Association 
of Motion Picture Industry took place 
Wednesday. The meeting started at 
11 o’clock in the morning and lasted 
until late in the afternoon. 

Probably the most important action 
taken was the appointment of @ 
committee consisting of William A. 
Brady, P. A. Powers, Arthur James, 
Samuel H. Trigger and Louis L. Levine 
to plan and assemble the series of all- 
star films to be shown in the theaters 
of the country for the profit of the 
association. The manufacturers who 
are members of the association have 
offered to furnish cutouts from alf 
their great pictures, and these will be 
assembled in five or more reels, each

No Direct Statement Forthcoming, But if Nego- 
tiations Go Through Theater Probably Will 
Be Devoted to Legitimate Attractions— 
Site Said To Be Near The Garrick 


Chicago, Dec. 2.—G M. Anderson, 
famous on the screen as Broncho 
Billy Anderson, is in Chicago with his 
New York lawyer, William Klein. The 
mission is ostensibly to close negotia- 
tions which have been under way for 
some time, having to do with a new 
loop theater, which Mr. Anderson is 
hoping to build in the spring. 

Until the completion of the arrange- 
ments Mr. Anderson is issuing no 
statement, and the type of the theater 
is questioned. The policy may be 
either pictures or legitimate attrac- 
tions, most likely the latter. 

Should Mr. Anderson's planus be car- 
ried out Chicago will have two new 
theaters within the next year or two. 
A few weeks ago Al H. Woods as- 
sumed control of the Borden Block, on 
the northwest corner of Dearborn and 
Randolph streets, for the purpose of 
erecting a ten-story office building 
with a theater, to have a seating ca- 
pacity of 1,100. A crew is to start 
work razing the buildings now occu- 
pying the site about May 1 of next 
year. Mr. Woods’ theater, although 
small, will be one of the finest legiti- 
mate houses in the country.

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“1 KNOW YOU ARE INNOCENT” 


It was a line in a simple little personal letter from the wife of one of the inmates 
of a Western prison which caught the attention of the editor of the house organ, and, he 
He had probably no motive further than to fill his space with something that 
would be of passing interest to his readers. 


And yet, he could hardly have written a more eloquent appeal for reform in our 
courts—he could have scarcely framed a more potent and stridently impelling demand for 
revised conditions of our criminal system had he labered long and earnestly. 


“I know you are innocent, my poor dear, and I believe that the truth will conquer in 


It so happened that an investigation later proved the conviction of the man in ques- 
tion had been made on thoroughly circumstantial evidence, and that in sentencing him the 
judge bad admitted his skepticism of the man’s guilt. 
as the words of the wife who wrote him so simply: 
dear, and I believe that truth will conquer in the end.” 


Perhaps it is not unusual for a man’s wife to believe in his innocence in the face of 
the most staggering evidence; it would seem rather to be the rule than the exception; 
But the fact that the question is raised gives 
a wedge whereby we can poke our little pointed argument. 

There is little doubt that there are numbers of cases in the penitentiaries today of 
convicted guiltlessness, and the fact remains an ugly blight on what we would like to 
consider our modern and efficient methods of judicial procedure. 


That we are beginning to take cognizance of the fact and warm up to our duty as 
citizens in the appointment ef Public Defenders shows an encouraging awakening in the 
hearts of the people who are acquainted with the conditions and circumstances. Law 
journals record the appointment frequently of new Defenders here and there, following 
largely the example set by Los Angeles, which claims the glory of the initial officer of the 
kind. 


There is hardly an injustice conceivable worse than innocent imprisonment, and it is 
with unfortunate slowness that we are taking steps to remedy, in a practical way, the 
ills which could be remedied. We have public prosecutors paid by the State to locate and 
But with the exception of the few though growing numbers of 
Public Defenders we bave no method of giving justice to those men and women, corraled 
by the prosecutor, who can not pay fos legal service and who sre potentially innecent. 
True, the judge may appoint a lawyer for such a case, but his appointment is late and 
always after the proceedings have advanced somewhat; also, the personnel of those ap- 
pointmers's is almost, without exception, made up ef youths who are breaking into the 
game aud who lack the professional training to take upon their shoulders a serious defense 


We need as many Public Defenders as we have prosecutors. Until we have them we 
can not be sure that we have done all in the power of the American citizen to lessen the 
possibilities fer wrongful imprisonment and to reduce chances that the wife's helpless call, 
“I know that you are innocent,"’ may hold something more than the blind belief of her 
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He bad no intention of pleading the cause 


But those facts are not so relevant

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MOUNTFORD WILL BE ASKED 
TO EXPLAIN STATEMENT 


Article Inferring That Central Federated Union 
of New York Is in the Employ of the Man- 
agers Arouses Unionists—W as Commit- 
tee’s Recommendation Altered? 


New York, Dec. 4.—Harry Mount- 
ford has once more demonstrated that 
he has lost none of his well-known 
ability to “put his foot in it.” 

In the paid-for-by-actors’ column of 
self-aggrandizement this week the 
agi-dictator made the statement that 
“The U. B. O. was at the back of the 
resolution submitted in Baltimore at 
the convention of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor to withdraw our 
charter.” 

As this resolution was introduced by 
a delegate from the New York Cen- 
tral Federated Union that organiza- 
tion did not take kindly to the infer- 
ence that it was in the employ of the 
managers, and at its last meeting the 
Executive Council was instructed to 
request Mr. Mountford to be present 
at the session to be held in Beethoven 
Hall tonight, and explain his state- 
ment. 

The C. F. U., the governing boay of 


_New York unionism, being fully con- 


versant with White Rat affairs and 
the personal record of the interna- 
tional secretary, has consistently re- 
fused to recognize the White Rat rep-

Railroad. 


There is no need to go into detail about the offenses already recorded against the 
railroads, the car-owning managers have cried out over the oppression time and time 
again, and show people who are forced to depend upon railway facilities know only too well 


the treatment accorded them in the past. 


Because they know those things it will also not come amiss for them to know a few 
of the things which came up at the Illinois Central directors’ meeting in New York on 


Wednesday, November 29. 


It may not be a pleasant bit of information for the showman 


to swallow, and, in the face of what he is suffering from the railroads, it may leave on his 
tongue a trace of possible quinine, in a metaphorical way, but it is well, nevertheless, that 
the figures be set out for him to glimpse through if he chooses. 

It must have been with something of satisfaction that the report was presented. It is 
a good report—one which doubtless made the directors smile calmly in satisfaction over

It. C. Read, well-known tent show musician, 
has deserted the sawdust field, and is now troup- 
ing with a big orchestra with The Birth of a 
Nation picture in the Central States, For years 
he played flute with J. J. Kichards, Jack 
Phillips, Jim Finning and other famous bana- 
masters. He bas also been in vaudeville for 
several seasons, and with concert bands, ete. R. 
C. is in favor of the ‘‘road local’’ advocated 
by Ed Chenette. 

On the contrary, O. A, Peterson says be sees 
no advantage to be gained by such an organiza- 
tion, and, furthermore, that it would only be 
the means of creating a fresh crop of salaried 
officials and wire-pullers, who would be hard 
to get rid of when once installed. However, 
O. A. is heartily in favor of classifying mu- 
siciang and rating them according to ability. 
“If road musicians really have a desire to join 
something, and a hankering to pay initiation 
fees and dues, they can join any local they wisn 
if they have the price and can run the scale 
of O in quarter notes,”’ say Peterson. ‘No 
need to start a road local for that purpose. 
There are also provisions made and provided for 
traveling musicians to belong to the Interna- 
tional Federation, at large, without joining any 
lecal; so there are plenty of ways to gratify 
your hankering to become a ‘joiner’ without 
starting any new source of trouble. The main 
thing that should interest the average roaa 
musician, but does not, is to learn to play. We 
should first raise tne standard of our excellence 
as musicians before we can hope to improve 
our condition. How about the man who will 
work for $14 a week—and is worth about $77? 
Do you think payment of a ten-dollar bill will 
make a musician out of a boiler-maker? Certainly 
not. When we take such men into our loca 
we only lower ourselves to their standard. We 
can not raise them to ours. Boys, your first 
concern should be to ‘earn to play. Become a 
musician instead of a mere noise-maker. Some 
of you never pick up your horn for a little 
practice during the entire season. You never 
make long tones in an endeavor to cultivate 
quality. As a natural result your tone is like 
a buzz saw. Many of you cap not play a 
simple strain of a march correctly, in tune, or 
in time. Your efforts to force better prices or 
better conditions by merely organizing will 
surely be futile. unless you also improve your 
playing. Do less chasing and less boozing. At- 
tend more conscientiously to business, ana, 
above all, learn to play. f course, I know 
that many of you are forced to ‘jam’ your 
stuff, in ridiculous tempos, by misguided leaders, 
Get away from such leaders as early as possible, 
Learn to play correctly and then seck bigher 
class employment. I am heartily in favor or 
classification, and elimination of ticket thieves 
and other undestrables. I also believe we should 
blacklist those managers who are dishonorable 
and dirty. Not those who are unfortanate and 
can not pay. I will stick to a worthy manager 
as long as any one, providing he is on the 
square and not ‘holding out’ on me,"’

New York, Dec. 2.—At the forthcoming Na- 
tional Convention of the International Associa- 
tion of Rotary Clubs, which is to be held in 
Atlanta, Ga., in April, 1917, W. H. Kemble, 
who has been lately appointed chairman of the 
Motion Picture Trade Section of the Associa- 
tion, will ask the convention for its support in 
a fight against local censorship an at present 
in vogue in this country. Mr. Kemble is the 
president of the Kemble Theaters’ Corporation 
of Rrooklyn, and conducts the Triangle Theater 
there and also controls the Triangle Exchange. 

The Motion Picture Trade Section of the 
Notarians comprises fifty-nine theater managers 
in as many cities in this country, and there are 
six members who conduct theaters in either 
Grent Britain or Ireland. There are two hun- 
dred and sixty-five rotery clubs now in exist- 
ence, with a membership of almost thirty thou- 
sand. ‘These thirty thousa 1 represent every 
industrial craft extant, and their support in a 


fight against censorship would be of untold | ticula 


valuc to the picture industry. 

The national headquarters of the association 
in Chicago are pledged to give the chairman of 
the Motion Picture Section all possible support, 
prior to the convention, in his campaign to lay 
the measure calling for assistance of the entire 
membership in the censorship fight, before the 
body when it convenes in Atlanta. 

Mr. Kemble has his own views regarding the 
censorship of the film products in this country. 
While the fight is to be directed against all 
censorship in general, the actual object will be 
to wipe out the local State censoring of pic- 
tures,

HORSLEY’S NEW DEVICE 
For Automatic Light Shift Is Patented 


Loa Angeles, Cal., Dec. 1.—David Horsley 
has received word from the patent office in 
Washington that he has been granted a patent 
on his device for an automatic light shift is 
printing films. 


While this word will, doubiless, interest those 
connected with the technical end of the film 
business, it probably will also interest exhib- 
itors who look upen photographic quelity as 
one of the essentials of good picture production. 

Pilm printing estabdshments have always been 
troubled with varying density of light in exposed 
negative, caused by changing light conditions, 
errors in judgment on the part of the camera 
man, etc. For instance, a scene taken in bright 
sunlight will have different density than a scene 
taken under artificial light. Both these scenes 
must be made uniform in light, and this can 
only be accomplished in the printing. 

In the past the variation of light was over- 
come as much as possible by the printing ma- 
chine operator, but mistakes were frequent and 
eostly. With Mr. Horsley’s new device the 
operator has nothing to do with changing the 
lights. as the automatic arrangement instantly 
and automatically changes the intensity of the 
printing light to its proper proportion with every 
scene and as soon as the first picture reaches 
the printing window.
